JEANIE BUSS 


GOVERNOR 


As Governor, Jeanie Buss is responsible for running all aspects of the Los Angeles Lakers organization. Buss, who oversees the 
business and basketball operations of the team, works closely with President of Business Operations, Tim Harris, as well as Vice 
President of Basketball Operations and General Manager Rob Pelinka. In 2020, Buss became the first female Governor to win an 
NBA Championship, as the Lakers tied a league record with their 17th title. 


Representing the team on the NBA's Board of Governors, Buss is currently a member of the NBA Advisory and Finance Committee 
and serves on the NBA Labor Committee, which in 2016 successfully reached a deal with the NBA Players Association for a new 
collective bargaining agreement. 


Buss, who spent four years serving as President of the Great Western Forum before joining the Lakers, began her career at 
the age of 19 as General Manager of World Team Tennis’ Los Angeles Strings. While guiding the team to two league titles, she 
also created the Forum Tennis Challenge Series featuring players such as John McEnroe, Pete Sampras, Andre Agassi, Jimmy 
Connors, Steffi Graff, Chris Evert, and Martina Navratilova. 


In 1993, Buss brought professional roller hockey to Los Angeles as the owner of the Los Angeles Blades. Her outstanding 
leadership and dedication earned her Executive of the Year honors by Roller Hockey International. Buss is also using her 
considerable experience to lead a revival of WOW - Women of Wrestling, featuring female superheroes in the ring, with the goal 
of showcasing the talented performers and eventually touring the country. 


Named by the Sports Business Journal in October of 2011 as one of the Game Changers: Women in Sports Business, Buss serves 
as a Trustee of the University of Southern California, her alma mater. She is also a co-host of Lakers All-Access, a yearly event 
presented by the LA Sports and Entertainment Commission, a nonprofit organization which draws events and attractions to Los 
Angeles. 


Actively involved in the community, Buss received the 2018 Sally Award for her and the Lakers’ commitment to The Salvation 
Army and for the team’s work at the Salvation Army's Red Shield Community Center in Pico Union. She lists Canine Companions 
for Independence, The Amanda Foundation and the Best Buddies organization among her many charitable endeavors while 
also working internally with the Lakers Youth Foundation to raise money for Southern California Youth charities. In 2015, she 
personally pledged $1.5 million to Cedars-Sinai to establish the Dr. Jerry H. Buss Surgical Oncology Fellowship as a tribute to 
her father. 
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ROB PELINKA 


VP, BASKETBALL OPERATIONS & GENERAL MANAGER 


After three full seasons with the Lakers, Vice President of Basketball Operations & General Manager Rob Pelinka has 
transformed the team DNA, constructing a roster and staff that earned the franchise their 17th NBA championship in 2020. 


Pelinka helped make one of the most significant free agent signings in team history in 2018 when the Lakers added four-time 
NBA MVP LeBron James, following that with a franchise-altering trade that brought seven-time NBA All-Star Anthony Davis 
to Los Angeles. With other key additions and the hiring of Head Coach Frank Vogel, Pelinka had assembled a championship 
contender. L.A. went on to clinch the top seed in the Western Conference, the franchise's 24th Pacific Division title and the team's 
first championship since 2010 by defeating Portland, Houston, Denver and Miami in the 2020 NBA Playoffs. 


With a shortened offseason, Pelinka got to work quickly to improve the championship roster he'd assembled in 2019-20. He 
signed 2020 Finals MVP James to a contract extension, re-signed the 2020 First Team All-NBA and First Team All-Defensive 
Team honoree in Davis, while also re-signing key contributors to the championship run in Kentavious Caldwell-Pope and 
Markieff Morris. Pelinka then made additional roster improvements with the acquisitions of Marc Gasol, Wesley Matthews, 
Dennis Schréder and reigning NBA Sixth Man of the Year Montrezl Harrell. Core contributors in Alex Caruso and Kyle Kuzma also 
returned, as the revamped Lakers lineup looks to repeat as champions in 2020-21. 


Off the court, Pelinka has reignited the Lakers commitment to player development by launching the Lakers Genius Talks, a series 
of life-skills discussions for Lakers players led by luminaries such as Denzel Washington, Dave Chappelle, Kendrick Lamar, 
Allyson Felix, Dwayne Johnson and Elon Musk. 


In his role, Pelinka coordinates all day-to-day functions of the Basketball Operations Department, helping to manage personnel 
decisions, contract negotiations, salary cap strategies and scouting. He oversees and collaborates with his staff on all offseason 
activities, including the draft process, summer league, free agency and training camp. In addition to these tasks, Pelinka also 
assists with various media relations and other management functions. 


Pelinka joined the Lakers after spending the greater part of two decades representing many of the NBA's top players as an 
agent. Named by Forbes as one the Top 10 Sports Agents in the World, Pelinka’s experience gives him a unique, player-centric 
perspective of the NBA landscape that has helped shape the core values for the franchise. 


The Lake Forest, Illinois, native earned his business degree from the Ross School of Business at the University of Michigan with 
high honors in 1993, before receiving his law degree, cum laude, from the University of Michigan Law School in 1996. While on 
campus at Michigan, Pelinka was a member of the 1989 NCAA National Championship basketball team, taking part in three NCAA 
Final Fours (1989, 1992, 1993) for the Maize & Blue. In 1993, Pelinka was named the NCAA Walter Byers Male Student-Athlete 
of the Year. Upon graduation, Pelinka practiced corporate law in Chicago and then embarked on a successful career as a sports 
agent, representing some of the all-time greats and many future NBA Hall-of-Famers, including the Lakers own Kobe Bryant. 


Pelinka, 50, makes his home in Newport Beach with his wife, Dr. Kristin Pelinka, his son, Durham (12), and his daughter, Emery 
(10). Pelinka’s off court interests include trail running, reading and spending as much time with his kids as his work schedule 
permits. Pelinka and his family take great joy serving in leadership capacities at The Exceptional Families Ministry of Mariners 
Church in Irvine, CA, and at The Painted Turtle Camp in Lake Hughes, CA. 


PRESIDENT OF BUSINESS OPERATIONS 


TIM HARRIS 


Overseeing Los Angeles Lakers business-related endeavors and marketing efforts 
for 21 years, Tim Harris brings more than 31 years of combined experience to the 
organization, currently serving as President of Business Operations. Responsible for 
the Lakers’ day-to-day business operations, Harris oversees the team’s sponsorship, 
ticketing, broadcast, marketing, game entertainment, media relations and community 
relations departments. Harris negotiated one of the largest regional TV deals in all of 
sports when the franchise struck a long-term partnership with Spectrum SportsNet 
in 2011 and is the team’s driving force behind its radio partnership with 710 ESPNLA. 
Harris is also responsible for spearheading the Lakers’ UCLA Health partnership, which 
led to the completion of the state-of-the-art UCLA Health Training Center in 2017. Recent 
career highlights for Harris include leading the negotiations to secure Wish as the team’s 
first-ever jersey patch sponsor, one of the most lucrative jersey patch partnerships in 
the NBA, and being honored with the prestigious ‘Cult Brand of the Year’ award at The 
Gathering of Cult Brands in 2019. 


Adding to his extensive scope of responsibilities, Harris serves as a Lakers Alternate 
Governor and represents the club at team president meetings. 


Beginning his career working for Dr. Jerry Buss in 1990, Harris was tasked with promoting and marketing the team’s arena at the 
time, The Great Western Forum. By 1995, after much success in his role, Harris would become Vice President of Marketing for the 
building. Following the sale of the Forum in 1997, Harris was responsible for managing the Lakers transition out of Inglewood to 
the brand new STAPLES Center as well as the new team training facility. At the conclusion of the club’s move, Harris was brought 
on board to focus his efforts strictly on the Lakers, originally serving as Vice President of Sales and Marketing. 


A standout soccer player at UCLA, Harris played four seasons as goalkeeper (1980-83), earning second team All-American 
honors in 1983 and finishing his career ranked third on the school’s career victories list. He was later named to the UCLA Athletic 
Department Hall of Fame as one of the school’s 25 all-time greatest athletes. Harris, who graduated from UCLA with a degree in 
sociology, went on to play five years professionally (1984-89), including three for the Dr. Buss-owned Los Angeles Lazers of the 
Major Indoor Soccer League. He was also a member of the United States Men's National Soccer Team in 1985. 


An Inglewood native, Harris currently resides in Manhattan Beach with his wife Choel and their three children: Jude (16), Dane 
(13) and Gage (9). 


SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT, FINANCE & CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 


JOSEPH MCCORMACK 


Joseph McCormack was named Senior Vice President, Finance, and CFO for the Lakers in 
2011 after serving as Vice President, Treasurer and CFO for 23 years. 


In his current position, McCormack is involved in all aspects of planning, budgeting, 
administration, development, governance and strategic initiatives for the organization. 
In addition to leading the day-to-day operations of the team’s finances, McCormack was 
responsible for overseeing the construction of the team’s 120,000 square-foot state of 
the art practice facility, the UCLA Health Training Center. 


McCormack joined the Lakers on December 12, 1988 after previously working at 
PricewaterhouseCoopers as a certified public accountant. 


A Short Hills, New Jersey native, McCormack earned his accounting degree from 
Providence College. 


McCormack and his wife, Catherine, reside in Manhattan Beach and have two adult 
children (son Jack and daughter Ellen, who is married to Max), and one grandson, 
Bernard. 


CHIEF LEGAL OFFICER & GENERAL COUNSEL 


DAN GRIGSBY 


Dan Grigsby has served as Chief Legal Officer & General Counsel for the Lakers 
since April of 2014. He joined the Lakers organization after practicing sports and 
entertainment law with several nationally and internationally recognized law firms 
where, in addition to representing numerous sports industry and entertainment clients, 
he served as one of the principal outside lawyers for the Lakers. 


As Chief Legal Officer, General Counsel & Chief Integrity Officer, Dan is responsible for all 
legal matters for the Lakers, the South Bay Lakers, the Lakers Youth Foundation, Lakers 
Gaming, and other subsidiaries and affiliates of the Lakers. 


Dan is a native of Southern California and received his undergraduate degree in Political 
Science from UCLA and his law degree from Whittier College School of Law. Dan lives in 
Pacific Palisades with his wife Karen, has three adult children (daughter Jenna, who is 
married to Charles Jackson, son Taylor, who is married to Gwen, and daughter Channing) 
and is a life-long Lakers fan. 


VICE PRESIDENT, RESEARCH & DEVELOPMENT 


JOEY BUSS 


Serving as the Vice President of Research and Development for the Lakers, Joey Buss is 
responsible for exploring new technologies and strategies for business and basketball 
development. Buss is also in charge of the South Bay Lakers, the NBA G League franchise 
owned and operated by the Lakers. Entering his 14th season as President/CEO of team’s 
minor league affiliate, Buss is responsible for overseeing the SB Lakers business and 
basketball operations for the team. 


Buss and Senior Director of Pro Personnel Nick Mazzella work closely with Rob Pelinka 
and Coach Vogel to construct the Lakers Summer League and Training Camp rosters, 
while managing all two-way contracts, G League Call-Ups and assignment player 
decisions. The 2018 Summer League roster they constructed won the first six games in 
Las Vegas, en route to a second-straight championship game birth after taking home the 
2017 Las Vegas Summer League Championship. 


Behind the leadership of Buss, the SB Lakers franchise has established itself as one 
of the G League's top producers of NBA players, along with developing 26 assignment 
players for the Los Angeles Lakers. Former South Bay Lakers have earned 36 NBA call- 
ups. South Bay has won the division three times, making two trips to the G League Finals. Current Lakers players Alex Caruso 
and Talen-Horton Tucker have South Bay experience, while 2019 First Team All-G League honoree Devontae Cacok returns ona 
two-way contract, along with Kostas Antetokounmpo. 


Prior to assuming his current position with the South Bay Lakers, Buss spent a year preparing for his role as Lakers alternate 
governor, working closely with both Jeanie Buss and Tim Harris. Not long after becoming an alternate governor, Buss accepted 
the Larry O'Brien Trophy on behalf of the organization after the Lakers defeated the Orlando Magic in the 2009 NBA Finals. 


After graduating from the University of Southern California, Buss served as a coaching associate for the Lakers during the 2006- 
07 season and got his first glimpse into the business of basketball at the age of 20, when he held a summer internship in the 
basketball operations department of the nearby Los Angeles Sparks for the 2004 and 2005 seasons. 


Away from the court, Buss and his wife Dr. Nicole Buss reside in Rancho Palos Verdes with their sons Benjamin and Oliver. 
Dr. Nicole Buss earned her doctorate degree in Occupational Therapy at USC and serves on the Board of Directors for Town & 
Country Nursery School. 
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ASSISTANT GM / DIRECTOR OF SCOUTING 


JESSE BUSS 


Jesse Buss begins his sixth season in the role of Assistant General Manager/Director of 
Scouting. In his role, Buss oversees all scouting-related matters for the Lakers and has 
an essential role in the drafting of players for the franchise. 


At the helm of the teams’ scouting efforts, Buss orchestrates the schedules for the 
scouting staff, and maintains a rigorous scouting schedule himself, ensuring well- 
informed and thorough decisions can be made on all draft eligible prospects each year. 
During the summer months, Buss and Scout Support and Strategy Coordinator Moses 
Zapata manage the pre-draft workout process, which allows Buss and his staff to take a 
closer look at potential draft prospects. 


Prior to his promotion, Buss served as the Lakers’ director of scouting from 2012-15. 
Originally joining the organization in 2006, Jesse spent two seasons as a basketball 
operations assistant, where he wrote scouting reports in addition to his local scouting 
duties. He went on to serve as a scout from 2008-11, working domestically and 
internationally, and then as scouting coordinator for the 2011-12 season, overseeing all 
scouting operations. 


The youngest son of the late Dr. Jerry Buss, Jesse grew up in San Diego and is a Chargers, Dodgers, Rams and Kings fan. Buss 
resides in Brentwood with his sons Ashton and Jaden. 


DIRECTOR OF BASKETBALL AFFAIRS 


KURT RAMBIS 


Kurt Rambis serves as the Lakers’ Director of Basketball Affairs, after spending 2018- 
20 as Senior Basketball Advisor and played a key role in assembling the 2019-20 
championship team. He previously spent 16 years in various coaching and front office 
roles within the organization. 


Following a decorated playing career, Rambis initially entered the coaching ranks as 
an assistant on Del Harris’ staff for four-plus seasons (1994-1999). Twelve games into 
the 1998-99 season, Rambis took over as the Lakers’ interim head coach where he 
compiled a 24-13 overall record, leading the team to the Western Conference Semifinals. 
He worked in the team’s front office — first as an advisor and then as assistant general 
manager — in 2000 and 2001 with both seasons culminating in NBA Championships 
for the Lakers. Rambis returned to the sidelines and joined head coach Phil Jackson's 
staff for seven seasons (2001-04, 2005-09) and for half of the 2004-05 season under 
interim head coach Frank Hamblen. Over that time, Rambis helped guide the Lakers to 
four NBA Finals appearances (2002, 2004, 2008, 2009), with Los Angeles winning NBA 
Championships in 2002 and 2009. 


After the Lakers captured the 2009 NBA Championship, Rambis served as head coach of the Minnesota Timberwolves from 
2009-11 and, most recently, spent four seasons (2014-18) as associate head coach of the New York Knicks, which included a 
stint as interim head coach in 2016. 


A graduate of Santa Clara University with a B.S. degree in psychology, Rambis signed with the Lakers prior to the 1981-82 season 
and helped the club to four NBA titles (1982, 1985, 1987, 1988). Rambis would later go on to play for the Charlotte Hornets, 
Phoenix Suns and Sacramento Kings. 
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SENIOR DIRECTOR OF PRO PERSONNEL / SOUTH BAY LAKERS GM 


NICK MAZZELLA 


A member of the Lakers organization since 2004, Nick Mazzella enters his second 
season as Senior Director of Pro Personnel, also serving as the General Manager of the 
South Bay Lakers for his eighth season. Mazzella works closely with Vice President of 
Research and Development Joey Buss, researching new strategies and technologies 
for the organization's basketball operations department, while overseeing the Summer 
League roster, two-way contracts and L.A. Lakers training camp signings. His South 
Bay Lakers duties are wide-ranging and include the day-to-day management of the 
team, serving as point person for all personnel decisions, negotiations, staff hiring’s and 
scouting for the team. 


Los Angeles saw immediate success at the Las Vegas Summer League with Mazzella 
and Buss at the helm. In 2017, the franchise won it's first-ever Summer League 
Championship, and again advanced to the championship game in 2018. 


Named General Manager of the South Bay Lakers in 2013, Mazzella continues to build 
competitive teams year-after-year. In his first season, South Bay won the West Division 
Title after finishing with a 31-19 record, the second-best mark in the G League. In 
addition to a division crown in his very first season, Mazzella’s Lakers were one game away from the franchise's first-ever NBA 
G League Championship in 2015-16. 


Overall, 18 players have received NBA call-ups under Mazzella’s leadership, and South Bay has helped to develop 15 Lakers 
assignment players, including Lakers guard Talen Horton-Tucker. Kostas Antetokounmpo and Devontae Cacok return to the 
Lakers roster on two-way contracts, after Cacok earned a call-up in 2019-20 and was named First Team All-G League. South 
Bay alum Alex Caruso started on a two-way contract and has since earned a multi-year deal with the parent club and was a key 
contributor during the 2020 NBA title campaign. 


Entering his eighth season in basketball operations, Mazzella served as Director of Research and Development from 2017-19 and 
rom 2004-2013, was a member of the Lakers Media Relations department, taking over as Media Relations Coordinator in 2006. 
During that span, Mazzella was part of two NBA championship teams and made three trips to the NBA Finals. 


A graduate of the University of California, Santa Barbara, Mazzella received a bachelor’s degree in Business Economics with a 
minor in Sports Management in 2006. 


He and his wife Susan are the proud parents of one daughter, Georgiana, and reside in Redondo Beach.

FRANK VOGEL 


Frank Vogel made an immediate impact on the franchise after joining the team in May 
2019, leading Los Angeles to its first NBA title since 2010 in his first season. 


With Vogel at the helm, the Lakers advanced to the NBA Finals after winning each of their 
first three playoff series in five games. The Miami HEAT forced a sixth game in the Finals, 
where the Lakers became the third team in the last 50 seasons to clinch an NBA title in a 
wire-to-wire win, while leading by as many as 36 points in the contest. 


Vogel - the 27th head coach in Lakers franchise history and the 23rd in the Los Angeles 
era - guided the Lakers to the league's best regular season start and was recognized with 
Western Conference Coach of the Month honors for games played in October/November. 
The 17-2 record that Vogel's team accumulated over that span tied the franchise's best 
19-game start in team history, and 14 wins in November marked the most by the Lakers 
in a calendar month since March 2000. The quick start was merely a sign of what was 
to come, as Vogel and his coaching staff later led Team LeBron to a victory at the 2020 
NBA All-Star Game in Chicago, having earned his second career distinction to an all-star 
bench by compiling the Western Conference's best overall record through January. 


In a shortened 71-game regular season, Vogel’s Lakers amassed a 52-19 record, clinching the No. 1 seed in the Western 
Conference and earning the franchise's 24th Pacific Division title. The team shot a league-leading 48.0 percent from the field, 
blocked a league-high 6.6 shots per game and ranked third in defensive rating (106.1). Additionally, the Lakers tallied 13 
consecutive road victories, tied for the third-best road streak of all time. L.A. went on to set an NBA record by defeating 18 
consecutive Western Conference opponents on the road, thoroughly outmatching the previous record of 13 that has been held by 
the Lakers since the 1972-73 season. 


Prior to joining the Lakers, Vogel accumulated a 250-181 record as the head coach in Indiana and was a four-time NBA Eastern 
Conference Coach of the Month from 2010-16, leading them to five NBA Playoff appearances, two Central Division championships 
and back-to-back trips to the Eastern Conference Finals in 2013 and 2014. His 250 regular season wins remain as the most for 
a Pacers head coach in the team’s NBA history. Vogel then led the Orlando Magic for two seasons from 2016-18 and guided the 
team to a 54-110 record while overseeing a young and developing roster. 


Vogel is a graduate of the University of Kentucky with a degree in biology. He initially attended Juniata College in Huntington, PA, 
where he was a three-year starter for the school’s Division-lll basketball team. An admirer of then-Kentucky head coach Rick 
Pitino, Vogel transferred to UK and became a student manager, playing on the junior varsity team in 1996. 


After graduating from Kentucky, Vogel soon moved into a video coordinator role with the Wildcats. He got his start in the NBA 
soon thereafter as the head video coordinator with the Boston Celtics, again working under the future Hall-of-Famer Pitino from 
1997-2001, before earning his first assistant coach role with the Celtics during the 2001-02 season. 


Vogel has been an assistant with Boston (2001-04), Philadelphia (2004-05) and Indiana (2007-11), while also previously holding 
advance scouting roles with the Lakers (2005-06) and Wizards (2006-07). He remained as an assistant coach until the 2010-11 
season, when he took the reigns as interim head coach for the Pacers and led the team to the playoffs later that season. 


A native of Wildwood Crest, NJ, Vogel and his wife Jenifer have two daughters, Alexa and Arianna.

JASON KIDD 


Jason Kidd returns for his second season as an assistant coach for the Lakers, having 
been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank Vogel. 


Kidd, 47, previously served as head coach for the Milwaukee Bucks and Brooklyn Nets, 
amassing a 183-190 record in five seasons. 


The first-time assistant most recently led the Bucks from 2014-18, where he was 
tasked with developing a roster full of young talent that included future all-stars Giannis 
Antetokounmpo and Khris Middleton. Kidd twice led the Bucks to the postseason and 
finished third in NBA Coach of the Year voting following the 2014-15 campaign, his first 
with the franchise. 


He began his coaching career by leading the Nets during the 2013-14 season, earning 
two Eastern Conference Coach of the Month awards while becoming only the third person 
since the ABA-NBA merger to debut as an NBA head coach in the season after retiring 
as a player. 


A 2018 inductee into the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame, Kidd averaged 
12.6 points, 6.3 rebounds 8.7 assists and 1.9 steals in 1,391 career games (1,350 starts) for the Dallas Mavericks, Phoenix Suns, 
New Jersey Nets and New York Knicks. He retired in 2013 as one of the most decorated point guards in the history of the game, 
ranking second all-time in both assists (12,091) and steals (2,684). Among his notable career accomplishments, Kidd was a 
10-time NBA All-Star, five-time All-NBA First Team selection, four-time All-Defensive First Team pick and the NBA's Co-Rookie 
of the Year in 1995. He won his only NBA title with the Mavericks in 2011, as well as a pair of Olympic gold medals with Team 
USA in 2000 and 2008. 


Kidd played collegiately at the University of California for two seasons, where he was named Pac-10 Freshman of the Year in 
1993 and Pac-10 Player of the Year in 1994. His No. 5 jersey is retired by the Golden Bears. 


ASSISTANT COACH 


LIONEL HOLLINS 


Lionel Hollins returns for his second season as an assistant coach for the Lakers, having 
been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank Vogel. 


A 25-year NBA coaching veteran, he owns a career record of 262-272 as head coach of 
the Memphis Grizzlies and Brooklyn Nets. 


Hollins, 67, returns to the bench after most recently leading the Brooklyn Nets from 
2014-16, where he steered the team to the NBA Playoffs in his first season at the helm. 
He earned his first head coaching job in 2008 with the Memphis Grizzlies, following two 
stints as interim head coach for the team. Behind his leadership, the Grizzlies improved 
their win percentage in each of his five seasons, earning three trips to the playoffs and 
one birth to the Western Conference Finals in 2013. Overall, he was a four-time Western 
Conference Coach of the Month and, with a 214-201 record, remains as the winningest 
coach in Grizzlies franchise history. 


Following a 10-year playing career, Hollins entered the coaching ranks as an assistant 
at Arizona State in 1985. He made the leap to the NBA in 1988 with the Phoenix Suns, 
where he was an assistant to Cotton Fitzsimmons and Paul Westphal for seven seasons. He enjoyed two stints with the Grizzlies 
organization as an assistant coach, first from 1995-99 with the then-Vancouver Grizzlies and again from 2002-07, following the 
franchise’s relocation to Memphis. Hollins twice served as interim head coach for those Grizzlies teams, coming in the 1999- 
2000 and 2004-05 seasons. 


Hollins enjoyed a successful playing career from 1975-85 for the Trail Blazers, 76ers, Clippers, Pistons and Rockets. The sixth 
overall pick in 1975 out of Arizona State, he earned All-Rookie First Team honors for Portland and played a pivotal role on the 
team’s 1976-77 championship team. Hollins earned his lone all-star selection during the following season, was a two-time all- 
defensive team selection (1978-79) and his No. 14 was retired by the Trail Blazers in 2007. 


A native of Arkansas City, KS, Hollins and his wife Angie have four children. 
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ASSISTANT COACH 


PHIL HANDY 


Phil Handy returns for his second season as an assistant coach for the Lakers, having 
been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank Vogel. 


Handy, 49, most recently served as assistant coach with the Toronto Raptors in 2018- 
19, where he contributed to the franchise's first NBA Championship in 2019. Prior to his 
stop in Canada, Handy was an assistant coach and director of player development with 
the Cleveland Cavaliers, where he worked for five seasons and was a member of the 
Cavaliers 2016 championship staff. He returns to the Lakers after serving in a player 
development role from 2011-13. 


A native of San Leandro, California, Handy has strong ties to the Bay Area where he 
spent five years (2006-11) coaching young talent with the AAU Club Team 94, while 
training NBA players during the off-season. Handy also ran his own basketball training 
business for more than 13 years, working with top level talent in the from NBA, Europe 
and the collegiate ranks. 


Handy played two seasons at the University of Hawaii, earning WAC All-Defensive Player 
of the Year and All-Newcomer honors. He had two NBA stints as a player with Golden State and Portland, and his professional 
playing career also included stops in Israel, France, England, Germany, Italy and Australia. 


Handy resides in New Jersey with his wife of 22 years, Christina. 


ASSISTANT COACH 


MILES SIMON 


Miles Simon returns for his fourth season on the Lakers coaching staff, having been a 
member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank Vogel. Simon 
has twice led the charge for Lakers summer league teams, leading the team to a 
championship game birth for the second-straight summer in 2018, after taking home 
the 2017 Las Vegas Summer League title as an assistant on the staff. Simon has been 
responsible for the pre-draft workout process, as well as all offseason development 
programs for current Lakers players. 


Simon first joined the Lakers staff after serving as head coach of the 2017 USA Junior 
National Select Team for the Nike Hoops Summit, leading the USA to a victory over the 
World Select Team. Simon won gold medals as an assistant for the 2016 USA Men's U17 
World Championship Team, as well as the 2015 USA Men's U16 National Team. 


In addition to his work with USA Basketball, Simon spent nine NBA off-seasons from 
2008-16 working in a player development role with some of the league's top talent and 
has served as the Director of the Nike Basketball Academy since 2015. Simon has also 
worked in broadcasting, serving as a college basketball analyst for ESPN. 


The Arizona alumnus was the 1997 NCAA Tournament Most Outstanding Player after leading the Wildcats to a National 
Championship as a junior. Upon graduation, Simon played one season for the Orlando Magic (1998-99), before spending time 
overseas and in the CBA. At the conclusion of his playing career, Simon spent three seasons (2005-08) as an assistant coach at 
Arizona on Lute Olson's staff. 


Simon and his wife Kristy reside in North Tustin with their three children: Kiana, Sasha and Cameron. 
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ASSISTANT COACH 


MIKE PENBERTHY 


Mike Penberthy returns for his second season as an assistant coach for the Lakers, 
having been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank 
Vogel. 


Penberthy, who played two NBA seasons with the Lakers from 2000-2002, served as 
an assistant coach in a player development role with the New Orleans Pelicans from 
2017-19. Prior to that, the 46-year-old spent two years as a private trainer, working with 
notable current and former NBA talents such as Luka Don¢i¢, Paul George, Jrue Holiday, 
Andre Igoudala, Reggie Jackson, Kyle Korver, Khris Middleton, Ricky Rubio, and Dwyane 
Wade. This is Penberthy’s third stint on an NBA bench, after also serving as an assistant 
in Minnesota during the 2014-15 season. 


A native of Los Gatos, CA, Penberthy enjoyed a 11-year professional career and was a 
member of the Lakers’ 2001 championship team. In addition to his time in Los Angeles, 
he played in the Continental Basketball Association, American Basketball Association 
and internationally in Germany, Venezuela and Italy. He graduated from The Master’s 
University with a B.A. in Biblical Studies in 1997. 


ASSISTANT COACH 


QUINTON CRAWFORD 


Quinton Crawford returns for his second season as an assistant coach for the Lakers, 
having been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank 
Vogel. 


Crawford, 30, joined the team having most recently served as head video coordinator 
and player development coach for the Charlotte Hornets. He worked under Vogel for two 
seasons as the head video coordinator of the Orlando Magic from 2016-2018. Crawford 
began his NBA career as an assistant video coordinator with the Sacramento Kings. 


A native of Old Bridge, NJ, Crawford played two seasons at Arizona (2011-13), following 
a playing career at Division-lll Middlesex County College. He earned his graduate degree 
from Pepperdine University. 


HEAD VIDEO COORDINATOR / PLAYER DEVELOPMENT COACH 


DRU ANTHROP 


Dru Anthrop returns for his second season as head video coordinator for the Lakers, 
having been a member of the 2020 NBA Championship staff under Head Coach Frank 
Vogel. 


Entering his eighth season as a video coordinator, Anthrop joined the staff from 
the Memphis Grizzlies, where he served as assistant video coordinator and player 
development assistant, contributing to all aspects of the team’s video operations and 
on-court preparation. Before his time in Memphis, Anthrop spent two seasons as special 
assistant to Coach Vogel during his time in Orlando and was responsible for all video 
edits as well as the staff's administrative needs. He also spent a season with St. John’s 
University as a graduate assistant and was a film coordinating intern for the Indiana 
Pacers from 2013-15. 


A native of West Lafayette, IN, Anthrop was a four-year basketball letterman at Purdue 
from 2009-13, graduating with a degree in business management, with a minor in 
organizational leadership and supervision.

BILL BERTKA 


Bill Bertka returns for his 52nd year of service in the NBA and his 46th overall season 
with the Lakers. Bertka has been with the organization through 10 NBA Championships 
and 20 NBA Finals appearances. Most recently, Bertka was honored as the 2019 
recipient of the Tex Winter Lifetime Achievement Award from the National Basketball 
Coaches Association, an honor recognizing extraordinary contributions to the sport 
throughout a career by building a body of work that has had a positive and powerful 
impact on the NBA coaching profession. 


Serving as an assistant coach under eight Lakers head coaches dating back to 1981, 
Bertka brings a wealth of experience to the position, including coaching Laker big men 
Wilt Chamberlain, Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, Vlade Divac, Shaquille O’Neal, and Andrew 
Bynum. His talent as a scout and experience in player personnel matters make him an 
excellent resource for the team’s basketball operations staff. 


Bertka became the first full-time scout in league history when the Lakers hired him 
in 1968. When Head Coach Bill Sharman took over the team in 1971-72, Bertka began 
working with players while also adding advance scouting duties. That team would later go on a 33-game winning streak — a 
still-standing professional sports record — en route to an NBA title, giving Bertka his first ring. In 1974, he left the Lakers to 
become the first general manager of the New Orleans Jazz and also had an initial ownership stake in the franchise through his 
company, Invest West Sports. 


In 1981, Pat Riley became head coach of the Lakers and brought Bertka back as his first assistant. Together, the duo constructed 
what came to be known as the Lakers “Showtime” era, guiding the team to seven NBA Finals appearances in nine seasons and 
winning four NBA titles (1982, 1985, 1987, 1988). Bertka remained as an assistant coach with the Lakers for two decades, later 
winning back-to-back championships under Head Coach Phil Jackson (2000, 2001). Following his final season on the Lakers 
bench in 2001, Bertka transitioned to a primary role as director of scouting, a position in which he served through the 2011-12 
season while winning three more NBA titles. He continues to advise the Lakers as a basketball consultant. 


Bertka has twice served as interim coach of the Lakers, coaching two games during the 1993-94 season and one game while 
replacing Del Harris in 1998-99. He holds a 2-1 career record as an interim head coach, and his 1999 coaching appearance made 
him the oldest person to ever coach an NBA game at the age of 71. 


The Santa Barbara native is also well known for founding Bertka Views, one of the most successful college scouting services in 
the country, which he and his wife, Solveig, operated from 1961-1995. Throughout that time period, many of the nation’s premier 
college basketball programs utilized Bertka Views as their sole scouting service. Adding another feather to his cap during the 
summer of 1992, Bertka served as a scout for the United States’ Olympic basketball team at the European Qualifying Tournament 
in Zaragoza, Spain. Additionally, Bertka hosted Sports With Bertka, his own radio show in Santa Barbara that won three Golden 
Mike Awards in the 1970's. 


In 1989, Bertka enjoyed the dual distinction of being inducted into each of his hometowns’ respective Hall of Fames; In May of 
that year he was inducted into the Santa Barbara Sports Hall of Fame and just five months later in October, he was inducted into 
the Summit County (Ohio) Sports Hall of Fame, where he grew up as a child. In January of 2004, Bertka was inducted into the 
Kent State University Sports Hall of Fame and most recently, was an inaugural inductee into the Santa Barbara Basketball Court 
of Champions in June 2014. 


Bill and Solveig have two married daughters, Britt, who is married to veteran NBA assistant coach Jim Eyen, and Kris, married 
to Yankees scout Bill Pintard, and make their home on a 50-acre avocado ranch in Santa Barbara. They have four grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren.

DR. JUDY SETO 


Dr. Judy Seto enters her second season as Director of Sports Performance, after serving 
as the team’s head physical therapist from 2011-16. In her position, Seto reports to Vice 
President of Basketball Operations and General Manager Rob Pelinka while overseeing 
the medical care and optimizing the health and performance of Lakers players. 


Seto re-joined the franchise after most recently serving as Director of Sports Performance 
for Select Physical Therapy, where she developed, designed and implemented sports 
science concepts and technology to maximize athletic performance, minimize injury 
risk and facilitate timely return to competition. She has previously worked in physical 
therapy roles with the Los Angeles Dodgers and Los Angeles-based HealthSouth and the 
Kerlan-Jobe Orthopaedic Clinic. 


The Los Angeles native earned dual degrees in kinesiology and psychology from UCLA, 
a master's degree in physical therapy from Stanford, a master’s degree in business 
administration from Troy State University, a doctorate in physical therapy from Temple 
University, a master’s degree in high performance sport from the Australian Catholic 
University in Melbourne, Australia and is also board certified in both orthopedics and 
sports, along with holding a certification in strength and conditioning. 


Seto and her husband, Paul, currently reside in the South Bay. 


HEAD ATHLETIC TRAINER 


NINA HSIEH 


Nina Hsieh returns for her second season as Head Athletic Trainer with the Lakers, after 
spending the previous three seasons as the team’s Assistant Athletic Trainer. 


Hsieh is charged with year-round oversight of the care, prevention and treatment of 
injuries to the players on the roster. As head of the athletic training staff, she works 
closely with the coaching staff and front office to ensure the highest level of performance 
on the court, while also being charged with emergency on-court procedures. 


With the organization since 2008, Hsieh joined the Lakers staff prior to the 2016-17 
season after seven seasons with the G League's South Bay Lakers. As the Head Athletic 
Trainer for the South Bay Lakers, she managed all health & wellness, strength & 
conditioning programs, equipment as well as all travel scheduling for the official minor 
league franchise of the Lakers. Prior to her time with the South Bay Lakers, Hsieh served 
as the athletic trainer for the UC-Santa Barbara women’s basketball team (2004-08), as 
well as the men’s soccer team (2010-11). 


The Taiwan native and Cal State-Fullerton graduate resides in Fountain Valley.

Chattin Hill enters his first season as Head Strength and Conditioning Coach for 
the Lakers, after spending last season as the team’s Associate Head Strength and 
Conditioning Coach.

Providing each broadcast with his expert analysis and unique insight garnered through 
his 40-plus years associated with the NBA as both a player and analyst, he has received 
numerous awards over the years. Most recently, Stu was inducted into the Southern 
California Sports Broadcasters Hall of Fame as part of the 2018 class. Chosen Southern 
California's best radio color commentator six times by the Southern California Sports 
Broadcaster’s Association and best television color commentator on seven occasions, 
Stu has also won nine local EMMY Awards for his work in the Best Live Sports Telecast 
category. 


A graduate of the University of Nebraska (1968), the Cornhuskers officially retired his 
uniform number (22) on October 17, 1989 during halftime ceremonies of a Lakers’ 
preseason game in Lincoln. Born in Uniontown, PA, Stu was originally a third round draft 
pick of the San Diego Rockets in 1968. Spending his first three seasons in San Diego, 
he enjoyed his finest pro campaign in 1970-71, averaging career-high figures in both scoring (20.6) and rebounding (5.0). The 
following season, Stu ranked sixth overall in the NBA in free throw percentage (.838). He also played for the Detroit Pistons (1972- 
1974) and New Orleans Jazz (1974) prior to being traded to the Lakers in December of 1974. He played less than two seasons in 
Los Angeles before announcing his retirement following the 1976-77 campaign due to a back injury. 


Immediately following his playing career, Stu embarked on a broadcasting career, serving as a commentator for the San Diego 
Clippers, San Diego State University, CBS and the NBA Radio Network. In addition to his broadcast work, for 20-plus years, he 
also served as an instructor at Pete Newell's renowned Big Man's Camp during the offseason, helping improve the skill-set of 
some of the game's premier big men. 


Stu and his wife, Linda, live in San Diego and are the parents of Todd, Kristin and Shane. 


TELEVISION PLAY-BY-PLAY ANNOUNCER 


BILL MACDONALD 


Long-time Southern California area broadcaster and four-time local Emmy Award- 
winning announcer and host Bill Macdonald enters his 11th season behind the mic as 
Lakers television play-by-play announcer on Spectrum SportsNet. 


The versatile Macdonald, a fixture on Fox Sports West/Prime Ticket since its inception in 
1985 through the Lakers final season on the network (2012), has broadcast in a variety 
of capacities over the years as host, field reporter and play-by-play announcer for 
professional basketball, baseball and hockey, among other sports. 


The host of pre- and post-game shows “Lakers Live,” “Angels Live” and “Ducks Live” 
before joining the Lakers announcing team, Macdonald has also served as the play-by- 
play voice for UCLA men’s basketball and football and Los Angeles Avengers football. 


Having filled in as the Angels, Ducks and Los Angeles Kings play-by-play announcer 
over the years as well as the Lakers play-by-play announcer on both television and 
radio, Macdonald most notably called Kobe Bryant's historic 81-point game on January 
22, 2006. 


In his career, Macdonald's hosting duties have included the "UCLA Sports Magazine,” the Emmy Award winning Kings pre-game 
show “Break the Ice,” “Carl's Jr. Sports Roundtable,” the Pac-10 basketball tournament from STAPLES Center, the multiple Emmy 
award winning nightly sports news program “Press Box” and live, phone-in talk show “It’s Your Call.” 


Actively involved with charities such as the Special Olympics, the Ronald McDonald House, and the NBA's Read to Achieve, 
Macdonald's work on “Training for Life: The California Special Olympics” was awarded with yet another Emmy. 


Born in Bronxville (NY) but moving to Corona del Mar (CA) at an early age, Macdonald attended the University of Southern 
California where he graduated in 1981 with a degree in communication. 


Currently residing in Newport Coast, Macdonald is the proud father of three sons: twin boys, Kirk and Cory, and Billy Jr. 
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RADIO PLAY-BY-PLAY ANNOUNCER 


JOHN IRELAND 


Serving as the team’s sideline reporter on KCAL-9 from 2002-11, John Ireland returns for 
his 10th season behind the mic as radio play-by-play announcer for the Lakers. 


A seven-time local Emmy Award winner for sports television, Ireland currently co-hosts 
the Mason and Ireland Show on the Lakers flagship station 710 AM ESPNLA Radio. 


A local talent who grew up in Corona del Mar and graduated from UCLA in 1985 with a 
degree in history, Ireland's career path took him to stations in Monroe (LA), Beaumont 
(TX) and San Diego (CA) before bringing him home to the Los Angeles area in 1995. 


In addition to his studio and “roving reporter” work over the years, Ireland added the Los 
Angeles Clippers radio play-by-play announcer responsibilities to his resume in 1997, 
working five seasons in all for the team on a fill-in basis before joining the Lakers beat 
in 2002. A six-time recipient of the Southern California Sports Broadcasters (SCSB) Irv 
Kaze Radio Talk Show Host Award, Ireland also previously filled in on radio play-by-play 
duties for both UCLA and Lakers basketball games. 


Ireland, who enjoys pick-up basketball and golf when away from work, is involved in numerous charity organizations that include 
Autism Speaks among others. 


He and his wife, Leasa, reside in Manhattan Beach with their son, Jack. 


RADIO ANALYST 


MYCHAL THOMPSON 


A member of the Lakers championship teams in 1987 and 1988, Mychal Thompson enters 
his 18th season as the team’s radio analyst. Formerly the Minnesota Timberwolves 
television analyst for two seasons, Thompson teams with play-by-play announcer John 
Ireland for all Lakers radio broadcasts. 


Thompson, a standout at the University of Minnesota, averaged 20.8 points per game 
throughout his four-year collegiate career and was named All-America following both 
the 1976-77 and 1977-78 campaigns. The leading scorer in Golden Gopher history 
with 1,992 points, Thompson was the first overall selection in the 1978 NBA Draft by 
the Portland Trailblazers. In 12 seasons and 935 regular season games with the Trail 
Blazers, Lakers and San Antonio Spurs, Thompson averaged 13.7 points, 7.4 rebounds 
and 2.3 assists. 


Prior to joining the Lakers broadcast team, Thompson co-hosted a radio show in 
Portland, Ore. and also worked with the NBA's Vancouver Grizzlies, Seattle Supersonics 
and Trail Blazers as a television broadcast color analyst. Thompson also serves as 
Sports Ambassador for his native Bahamas. 


Thompson and his wife, Julie, reside in Ladera Ranch and have three sons: Mychel, a professional basketball player with past 
NBA and NBA G League experience, Klay, who won NBA Championships in 2015, 2017 and 2018 as a member of the Golden State 
Warriors and has gold medals from the 2016 Olympic Games in Rio de Janeiro and the 2014 World Championship in Spain, and 
Trayce, who is a member of the Arizona Diamondbacks organization and has played for the White Sox, Dodgers, Athletics and 
Indians. 
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SPANISH RADIO PLAY-BY-PLAY ANNOUNCER 


FERNANDO GONZALEZ 


Beginning his 25th season as a play-by-play announcer for the Lakers, Fernando 
Gonzalez serves as the Spanish Voice of the team, broadcasting every game on Tu Liga 
Radio 1330, the Lakers Spanish language flagship. 


Gonzalez is quite familiar to the Lakers Spanish-speaking audience as he also served as 
the news director for KWHY-TV and anchored the popular sports news program “Mundo 
Deportivo.” Gonzalez has received several accolades for his work including the 1995 
Golden Mike Award for best sports segment. 


Not limited to basketball, Gonzalez has also broadcast a variety of sporting events 
including World Cup soccer, the Olympic Games, professional boxing, NHL hockey and 
Pac-10 football. 


Born in Toluca, Mexico, Fernando graduated from La Universidad Autonoma del Estado 
de Mexico with a law degree. 


SPANISH RADIO ANALYST 


JOSE “PEPE” MANTILLA 


Since 1993, Jose “Pepe” Mantilla has served an analyst for Lakers Spanish broadcasts, 
now serving his 28th season in that capacity with nearly 40 years of broadcasting 
experience overall. Most recently, Mantilla was inducted into the Southern California 
Sports Broadcasters Hall of Fame as a member of the 2021 class. The original Spanish 
voice of the Lakers, Mantilla broadcasts every game to the team’s large and growing 
Hispanic audience, and has not missed a single game in his over two decades with the 
team. The Mexico native has seen the team claim six NBA titles during his tenure, which 
has included hosting "El Show de Los Lakers” and “Fiesta Lakers.” 


One of the most active sports journalists in Los Angeles, he is also a popular panelist 
for radio and TV sports shows, and as a result, was honored with the National Hispanic 
Media Coalition Impact Award in 2014. In addition to those duties, Pepe has managed 
to find time to broadcast the Olympics, MLB, the NFL, WNBA, the Pan American Games, 
college football and basketball, and a variety of soccer leagues and events, including 
several FIFA World Cups, MLS, the EPL, SERIE A, and Mexico's national soccer league. He 
was also the Spanish voice of USC Trojans football for multiple seasons since the turn of 
the century (most recently between 2012-14), and provided English commentary during the 2006 and 2010 FIFA World Cups for 
AM 570 radio, and 2014 World Cup for 710 AM. 


A graduate of UNAM in Mexico, Pepe has one daughter, Mercedes, and one son, Andres from his late wife lvonne, and makes his 
home in Irvine. 


SPANISH RADIO ANALYST 


FRANCISCO PINTO 


Francisco Pinto, a veteran television sports host, anchor and analyst for over 20 years, 
returns for his ninth season as the team’s Spanish-language radio color commentator. 
Pinto won the 2012 and 2015 NBA Broadcasting Award for Best Live Call and a 2013 
LA Area Emmy Award for Live Sports Coverage for the contest between the Lakers and 
Raptors on December 8th of that year. 


Prior to joining the Lakers broadcast team, Pinto spent 12 years with KMEX-TV, Univision’s 
LA affiliate, where he was a sports anchor for seven years before switching to news and 
becoming a host on the station's morning newscast, Primera Edicion. Having covered 
many of the biggest sporting events in the world, including two World Cups (2002 and 
2006) and several NBA Finals, Super Bowls, World Series and world title boxing matches. 


Pinto, who began his broadcasting career in 1996 with a three-year stint as a sports and 
news anchor at KUVS-TV, Univision’s affiliate for the Modesto, Stockton and Sacramento 
areas, has also hosted The Rose Parade in Pasadena on three occasions, interviewed 
dignitaries that include presidents and Nobel Prize winners and earned five Emmy 
nominations over the course of his career. 


A native of Concepcion, Chile and former soccer player, Pinto studied Physical Education at the Universidad de Concepcion, where 
he played for the university's soccer team as well as the Deportes Concepcion Reserve Team. Pinto, who also played and coached 
squash in Chile, later came to the United States to study Sports Medicine at the Master's College in Santa Clarita, California. 


He and his wife of 24 years, Rachel, reside in the South Bay with their two children, Sofia and Sebastian. 
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PUBLIC ADDRESS ANNOUNCER 


LAWRENCE TANTER 


Entering his 38th season as the Public Address Announcer for the Lakers, Lawrence 
Tanter is the longest-tenured PA announcer in franchise history and second-longest 
tenured in NBA history. Beginning in 1982 at the Great Western Forum and continuing to 
the present STAPLES Center, he has provided the vocal soundtrack to more than 1,600 
games from his familiar seat at center court, including four NBA All-Star games, 14 
NBA Finals series, and nine NBA Championships. His mild demeanor coupled with his 
smooth delivery are unique to the NBA, ranging from the dissonant tone sensed in his 
voice with lines such as “Too Many Steps” to the cool declaration of “The Laker Girls.” 


Born in Chicago, Illinois, Tanter was a member of an Illinois state championship team 
while at Thornton High School. He later played at the University of Dubuque in lowa. 


Tanter’s role with the Lakers happened almost by chance. After developing a fandom for 
the team upon moving to Los Angeles in 1972, Tanter — a radio veteran by trade — began 
to envision a potential role as the voice that would bring the game to the fans in the 
stands. What started as a tiny thought eventually blossomed into the most notable role 
of his career when Jamaal Wilkes, a friend at the time, referred him to the team’s public 
relations staff. Tanter, seeking any opportunity, sent in tape of his voiceover work, only to hear back one month later about an 
opening in the position that he has now held for almost four decades. 


A jazz historian and enthusiast, Tanter is a veteran of more than 40 years of work at numerous radio stations throughout the Los 
Angeles area. He has interviewed over 500 recording artists, written liner notes for 20 albums, narrated several video games 
and done voice-overs for more than 6,000 commercials. 


Retired from radio since 2011, he spends his free time gardening at his home or staying active in his community. For almost 20 
years he has regularly visited senior living facilities to speak with senior citizens about jazz. On these trips, Tanter oftentimes 
brings books or albums to aid in his talks, adding that “it’s another avenue to keep their minds and souls active.” He is also 
involved with his local block club, where he aids elderly citizens in painting their fences, cutting their grass, or completing other 
work around their homes. 


SIDELINE REPORTER 


MIKE TRUDELL 


Entering his 13th season with the Lakers and ninth as the team’s sideline reporter, 
Mike Trudell will maneuver around the court and locker room for Spectrum SportsNet 
alongside play-by-play voice Bill Macdonald and analyst Stu Lantz. 


Trudell also serves as the team’s beat reporter for Lakers.com, as he has since the 
2008-09 season as a full-time member of the team’s traveling staff. He added sideline 
TV duties for road games only during the 2010-11 campaign and has been the sideline 
reporter for all locally televised Lakers games since the inaugural Spectrum SportsNet 
season of 2012-13. He also fills in as a host at the network, and makes appearances 
as an analyst for studio shows, as well as for the occasional L.A. Sparks or L.A. Galaxy 
game on Spectrum. 


Since 2017, Trudell has filled in to handle occasional play-by-play duties for the South 
Bay Lakers, alongside analyst A.C. Green. Trudell also worked as a sports talk radio 
host at ESPN L.A. 710 from 2013-19 alongside Lakers radio analyst Mychal Thompson 
("Thompson and Trudell”). He has filled in for Thompson as the analyst on radio 
broadcasts and called two games in 2019-20 for radio play-by-play voice John Ireland. 


Like the Lakers, Trudell came to Los Angeles from Minnesota, where he was the reporter for Timberwolves.com from 2006-08. 
He also worked for the NFL's Minnesota Vikings and Baltimore Ravens, the Cologne Centurions of NFL Europe and was a play-by- 
play announcer for the University of Minnesota's women’s soccer team, in addition to several high school sports teams. Trudell 
continues to do play-by-play for the G-League’s South Bay Lakers, and for NBATV at the Las Vegas Summer League. 


Trudell is a 2004 graduate of Northwestern University’s Medill School of Journalism in Evanston, Illinois., outside of Chicago, 
with a double major in history. He played Big Ten varsity soccer and also honed his broadcast skills at the campus TV (NNN) and 
radio (WNUR) stations. 


Raised in Lake Minnetonka, Minnesota, Trudell currently resides in Redondo Beach with his wife, Annie, identical twin boys Jett 
and Talan, son Riggs, and French Bulldog Lyla.

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2019-20 LAKERS KEY DATES 


Oct. 29, 2019 — LAKERS 120, Grizzlies 91 (W) 

Los Angeles won their third in a row, defeating Memphis 120-91. The third quarter proved to be a historic one, with the Lakers outscoring 
Memphis 39-20 in the frame behind a 22-point run, the team’s longest as a franchise since the 2008-09 season. Anthony Davis was a man 
on a mission with 40 points and 20 rebounds, including a Lakers franchise record 26 made free throws, all within the first three quarters. 
It was the fourth 40-20 game of his career and the first by a Laker since Shaquille O’Neal in 2003. He was the fourth player in NBA history 
with 26 or more free throws in a game and the first since Michael Jordan in 1987. It was the first outing since 1954-55 that a player has 
notched 40 and 20 in fewer than 33 minutes of play. 


Nov. 1, 2019 — Lakers 119, MAVERICKS 110 (OT) (W) 

Los Angeles won their first overtime game of the season and fourth in a row, defeating Dallas, 119-110. A game that saw 14 lead changes 
needed extra time to determine a victor, as Danny Green hit a three-pointer as time expired to tie things up. The overtime period was kind 
to the Lakers, who started on a 7-0 run and outscored the Mavericks 16-7 in the frame. LeBron James led the team with 39 points (13-23 
FG), 12 rebounds, 16 assists and four steals, becoming the first player since steals became an official stat to match his line or better. 


Nov. 5, 2019 — Lakers 118, BULLS 112 (W) 

The Lakers won their sixth in a row, completing the road sweep with a 118-112 victory. Los Angeles trailed most of the game, including 

a 19-point deficit in the first half, and headed into the fourth quarter down by 13. The bench unit led the charge as L.A. outscored Chicago 
38-19 in the final frame to secure the win. LeBron James finished with a game-high 30 points, 11 rebounds, 11 assists and two steals, his 
third consecutive triple-double. He became the first Lakers player with three consecutive triple-doubles since Magic Johnson in 1987. 


Nov. 12, 2019 — Lakers 123, SUNS 115 (W) 

Los Angeles got back on track with a 123-115 win, improving to 8-2 on the season. The contest was tight with 14 ties and 29 lead changes 
as the team traded buckets down the stretch. Anthony Davis continued his strong play with 24 points and 12 rebounds, while LeBron 
James (19 points, 11 assists, 7 rebounds), Danny Green (14 points), Dwight Howard (12 points, 9 rebounds) and JaVale McGee (11 points) 
rounded out the double-digit scoring for the Lakers. As a team, L.A. dished out 39 assists, the most by a Lakers team since 2008 and the 
most in a road game since 1988. 


Nov. 19, 2019 — LAKERS 112, Thunder 107 (W) 

The Lakers pushed the win streak to five games after a 112-107 win over Oklahoma City. LeBron James and Anthony Davis again led the 
team in production with Davis scoring a game-high 34 points and James adding a 25-point, 11-rebound and 10-assist triple-double. James 
became the first player in NBA history with a triple-double against all 30 teams. 


Nov. 25, 2019 — Lakers 114, SPURS 104 (W) 

Los Angeles continued their strong play with the team’s eighth win in a row. The Spurs started off hot, hitting 53.3 percent of their shots 
in the first half along with seven three-pointers. The Lakers managed to stay competitive with some big buckets from LeBron James and 
Rajon Rondo early on. A big second half proved to be the difference, as L.A. outscored San Antonio 60-48 to clinch the win. James led all 
scorers with 33 points and 14 rebounds, becoming the first Lakers player in franchise history with that line or better in fewer than 36 
minutes. James also surpassed 33,000 career points on the night. 


Dec. 8, 2019 — LAKERS 142, Timberwolves 125 (W) 

Los Angeles won their fourth consecuitve contest as they beat the Minnesota Timberwolves, 142-125, and Anthony Davis finished with a 
season-best 50 points. For the second straight game, the Lakers scored 70+ in the first half (73) and finished with a season high in points 
(142). Davis ended the night with a team season-high 50 points (20-29 FG, 10-10 FT), seven rebounds, six assists, four steals and one 
block, and LeBron James tallied 32 points, four rebounds, 13 assists and one steal, good for his 18th double-double of the year. 


Dec. 15, 2019 — Lakers 101, HAWKS 96 (W) 

The Lakers notched their seventh win in a row and 14th-straight road win to defeat Atlanta, 101-96. The 14 consecutive wins tied for the 
third-longest road streak in league history and marked the second-longest road streak in franchise history, finishing two wins shy of tying 
the franchise- and NBA-record 16-game win streak in 1971-72. Los Angeles outscored opponents by an average of 8.7 points during the 
streak, the third-best margin of victory over that span. 


Jan. 5, 2020 — LAKERS 106, Pistons 99 (W) 

The Lakers won their fifth in a row with a defensive performance for the record books, defeating Detroit, 106-99. Los Angeles finished 
with 20 blocked shots on the night, the second-highest total in team history, becoming the first team league-wide with 20 or more blocks 
since 2001. The team blocked 25.6 percent of Detroits shot attempts (20-of-78), the highest percentage of blocked shots in a game since 
blocks became an official statistic in 1973-74, according to research by the Elias Sports Bureau. Anthony Davis led the way with 24 points, 
11 rebounds and eight blocks to become the first Lakers player with eight or more blocks since Shaquille O'Neal in 2003. JaVale McGee 
added nine points and six blocks, with Dwight Howard adding 11 points and five blocks. 


Jan. 25, 2020 — Lakers 91, 76ERS 108 (L) 

The Lakers dropped a tight contest to Philadelphia, 108-91. Los Angeles shot just 19.4 percent from three-point range and blocked just 
one shot on the night, with only two players in double figures. LeBron James moved into third place on the NBA's all-time scoring list, a 
bright spot in an otherwise off night for the team. James finished with 29 points, eight assists and seven rebounds, with Anthony Davis 
adding 31 points and seven rebounds. 


March 6, 2020 — LAKERS 113, Bucks 103 (W) 

Los Angeles clinched a playoff berth, defeating the NBA's wins leader, 113-103. LeBron James surpassed 34,000 career points on the 
night as he turned in an MVP-caliber performance. Down by as many as nine points early, the Lakers found their groove in the second and 
third quarters, turning the deficit into a double-digit lead. The Bucks made a late run to make it a close game down the stretch, but L.A. 
made one too many plays. James led all scorers with 37 points, eight rebounds, seven assists and two steals. Anthony Davis added 30 
points, with Kyle Kuzma scoring 11 off the bench. 


July 30, 2020 — LAKERS 103, Clippers 101 (W) 

The Lakers found a way to bring home their first win of the NBA Restart, topping the Clippers, 103-101. Anthony Davis proved to be the 
team's difference-maker, finishing with 34 points (8-19 FG, 16-17 FT) and eight rebounds for his 20th 30-point game of the season. With 
James having already matched that total, the teammates became the first Lakers duo with at least 20 30-point games in a season since 
Kobe and Shaq in 2002-03. 


Aug. 3, 2020 — Lakers 116, JAZZ 108 (W) 

The Lakers got back on track with a 116-108 victory over Utah. Anthony Davis did the damage for L.A. with 42 points (13-28 FG, 4-8 3FG) 
and 12 rebounds. With the victory, Los Angeles clinched the top overall seed in the Western Conference for the first time since the 2009-10 
season. In doing so, the Lakers also clinched their 24th Pacific Division title, the team’s first since the 2011-12 season.

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SOUTH BAY LAKERS 


The South Bay Lakers finished their 13th season in the NBA G League 
in 2019-20 and remain one of the most successful franchises in league 
history. 


In July 2006, the Los Angeles Lakers became the first NBA franchise 
to own its own NBA Development League team in the Los Angeles 
D-Fenders. Prior to the 2017-18 season, the D-Fenders became the 
South Bay Lakers, a move that was inspired by the prestigious brand of 
the Los Angeles Lakers while honoring the community that has hosted 
the minor league affiliate since 2006. South Bay plays its home games in 
the UCLA Health Training Center, the state-of-the-art headquarters for 
the NBA's Lakers and their G League affiliate. In the past, the team has 
played home games at STAPLES Center (2006-11) and the Toyota Sports 
Center (2011-17). 


PRIMARY LOGO 


Throughout the franchise’s history, the South Bay Lakers have been at the forefront of the NBA's minor league 
movement. Overall, the team has established itself as a top producer of NBA-ready talent, totaling 36 NBA Call-Ups and 
developing 26 Lakers assignment players since the team’s inaugural season in 2006-07. 


South Bay saw a multitude of players achieve personal success during the 2019-20 season, with three players 
receiving call-ups to the NBA, including Devontae Cacok signing a two-way contract with Los Angeles. Cacok proved 
to be one of the best players in the entire G League, tallying 27 double-doubles with South Bay and averaging 19.4 
points and 11.9 rebounds in only 23.9 minutes per game en route to All-NBA G League First Team honors. Gary Payton 
Il earned G League Player of the Week honors in December, leading to an NBA Call-Up with the Washington Wizards 
and Zach Norvell Jr. became the 27th player in team history to receive a Call-Up when he signed with Golden State in 
February. Coby Karl finished his fourth season as South Bay's head coach, highlighted by his second career Coach of 
the Month award, which he won in February after guiding the team to a league-best 7-2 record. South Bay finished the 
season leading the league in scoring (124.0) and field goal percentage (.485) 


A team with an emphasis on development, the South Bay Lakers helped develop current Laker Alex Caruso from a 
two-way player into a key contributor to the team. The point guard appeared in 64 games for Los Angeles last season, 
averaging 5.5 points, 1.9 rebounds, 1.9 assists and 1.1 steals. Caruso finished the season as a member of the starting 
five in the title-clinching Game 6 victory over Miami. 


LAKERS GAMING 


The NBA 2K League, a professional esports league co-founded by the 
NBA and Take-Two Interactive Software, Inc. (NASDAQ:TTWO), launched 
in 2018 and features the best NBA 2K players in the world. Each of the 
league’s 23 teams features six players who compete as unique characters 
in 5-on-5 play against the other teams in a mix of regular-season games, 
tournaments and playoffs. During the 2020 NBA 2K League season, NBA 2K 
League partners included Anheuser-Busch, AT&T, Champion Athleticwear, 
Dash Radio, DoorDash, eGG Network, ESPN, Facebook, GameStop, HyperX, 
Jostens, Panera Bread, Raynor Gaming, SAP, SCUF Gaming, Snickers, 
Stance, Twitch and YouTube.

NBA 2K League Draft and finished the season as a finalist for the Rookie 
of the Year award. SAV averaged a team-high 32.9 points (.580 FG%, .410 


3PT%), 8.6 assists and 1.1 steals. The point guard scored in double figures in 
every game of his rookie season and tallied 17 double-doubles. 


Wady “Tacktuk” Tactuk was drafted by Lakers Gaming with the 24th overall 

pick after spending the previous season as head coach of Bucks Gaming.
